Mexico Hopes to Get Cattle Off Roads 

MEXICO CITY, March of the highway from here 


16 (UPI) — M e x i c o will 
make a sincere effort this 
year to eliminate a major 
traffic hazard by keeping 
livestock and most people 
off dark highways, the 
official Tourist Depart- 
ment announced today. 

A spokesman for the De- 
partment said a chain- 
link fence will be strung 
along a 170-mile stretch 


to Acapulco. Farmers 
will be warned to wear 
white clothing when they 
drive stock on the highway 
at night.

The apparent severance of 
U.S. funds is expected to 
prevent what might have been 
a serious deterioration in rela- 
tions between the two coun- 
ries.
